GENEVA, Sept. 21.—The lead- 
ers of the Assembly of the League 


of Nations, including the repre- 
sentatives of Great Britain and 


France, reached an accord tonight 
regarding a future disarmament 
conference, preparations for which 
will be begun immediately. But 
the Council of the League of Na- 
tions will be permitted to decide 


the moment when preparations for 
an international econcmic confer- 
ence shall be started. 


Under the terms of the agree-/| 


ment, the disarmament  confer- 
ence, which will be convoked by the 
League only when the Council is 
convinced that security has been 
achieved, will be undertaken by a 


new organization to be known as 
» commission to study for the 
reduction and limitation of ar- 
maments,” with the distinct un- 
derstanding, however, that all 
states having special interests in 
the disarmament problem and 
which are not now represented in 
the Council wil! have a place on 
this commission.

other survivors of the disaster 
which cost fourteen lives and 
brought to an end the career of 
the only lighter-than-alr fghting 
ship the nation possessed.

Tells Hope 
on Pact 


Having placed the monetary sys- 
tem on a firm basis through the 
establishment of the Bank of Mex- 
ico, the new central bank of issue, 
Mexico now stands at the thresh- 
old of a new era of prosperity, 
Alberto J. Pani, Mexican Finance 
Minister, declared yesterday on his 
arrival from Mexico City to place 
his two children in school in the 
United States. After visiting with 
former President Obregon, who 
also arrived yesterday, the Mexi- 
can official left in the afternoon 
for the East. 

The Calles government, Mr. Pa- 
ni stated, is now ready te consider 
the important questions of resump- 
tion of service on the international] 
debt, the return of the National 
Rallways of Mexico to private own- 
ers, — the intensive promotion 
of foreign and domestic commerce. 

While he would offer no prophe- 
cies concerning the likelihood of 
an early agreement with the Com- 
mittee of International Bankers on 
Mexico, which formulated the La- 
mont-de la Huerta debt agreement 
in 1922, he expressed the hope 
that the bankers will react favor- 
ably to suggestions for revision of 
the pact which Mexico will 
| vance. 


HOPE EXPRESSED 
Whether the proposals for revi- 
sion will include the elimination 
from the agreement of certain ob- 
ligations such as municipal debts 
of Mexico City, the National Ralil- 
ways and others, the Finance Min- 
, ister refused to state. Reports from 
| New York have indicated that this 
is the intention of the government, 
but Mr. Pani merely observed that 
the Calles administration hopes the 
bankers will see the reasonable- 
ness of the suggestions it will sub- 
mit. And he also declined to say 
when the conference with the in- 
ternational bankers will take 
place. 


to the satisfaction of Mexico, Fi- 
nance Minister Calles expressed 
the opinion that the Nationa! Rall- 
ways will be returned to private 
owners before the end of the year. 
This is one of. the stipulations of 
the debt pact, and the government. 
according to Mr. Pant. is anxious 
to conform to this provision in or- 
der to assist business develop- 
ment. 

Under the terms of the agree- 
ment, the government contracted to 
return to private management the 
four private systems with rolling 
stock in the same condition as 
when the government acquired 
control.

ERS’ WAGES | 

The general public is in danger of be- 
ing misled by the union-labor propaganda 
that the anthracite miners are compelled 
to work for starvation wages. President 
Lewis of the United Mine Workers speaks 
of their “meager wages, far below the rates 
of men employed in other industries.” No 
fair-minded person can look with composure 
upon any condition wherein men must la- 
bor for wages insufficient to enable wem 
to keep their families in comfort, according 
to the American standard. Consequently, 
the inquisitive American public finds itself 
wondering just what the pay of the miners 
actually is. Mr. Lewis is careful not to 
tell, for it would most certainly queer his 
argument. 

Gov. Fuller of Massachusetts, where much 

hard coal is consumed, asked W. W. Inglis, 
chairman of the operators’ scale commit- 
tee, to tell him about it. Mr. Inglis states 
in his letter to the Governor that the an- 
thracite miners are enjoying wages “far 
above those of other comparable employ- 
ments.” He then makes the statement, and 
Mr. Lewis does not seem to have contra- 
dicted it, that “the average for the actual 
miners is $2500 a year and for all other 
workers it is in excess of $2000 a year,” for 
full time. The miners demanded a 10 per 
cent increase in tonnage rates and §1 a day 
additional for day men, and they refused 
to continue work at the old rate while the 
differences were being arbitrated. 
„ People can readily judge for themselves 
how many men in any calling are receiv- 
ing $50 a week and, while they may not 
get rich at it, there is no question of its 
being sufficient to afford a comfortable liv- 
ing and lay something by. It is unpleasant 
to read these unpatriotic plaints of starva- 
tion wages, when they are double the aver- 
age earnings of so many less-fortunate men. 
The perils of a miner's life are great, but 
he made the choice with full knowledge of 
the fact and he is entitled to the good pay 
he receives. He is also entitled to the priv- 
ilege of trying to get more and to strike if 
he_likes, but he has no right to attempt to 
impress upon the minds of the American 
people that he is not fairly paid. The 
wages paid in European countries, whence 
most of them came, may still look 
good and that is another privilege they 
have—go back and dig for what they can 
get! 

Mr. Lewis also complains that the oper- 
ators get too much for their coal—that their 
profit is too great. This is possibly true, 
but that is between the operator and the 
consumer, with which the miner has noth- 
ing to do. There are many other produc- 
ers of necessary commodities who may be 
open to the same charge, but the consumer 
would have no chance whatever of getting 
a better rate if the workers were to force 
the excess into their own pockets. Mr.
